p.  139.  the  fame ,  as  proper ‘Drinks  in  a

Here  are  three  Authorities,  and  not 
one  to  the  Purpofe.  Dr.  Douglas  de¬ 
fies  Dr.  Thomfon  to  f  ew  any  Autho¬ 
rity,  either  ancient  or  modern,  to  juftify 
him  in  giving  Milk  and  Milk-  Porridge  in 
an  acute  Fever.

Sangrado,  calls  upon  three  Moderns  who 
do  not  mention  a  Word  about  an  acute 
Fever.

greateft  Men  in  Rome ,  no  Fortune,  Title 
or  Quality  could  fereen  them.  They  were 
drawn  out  at  full  length,  and  their  Names 
expos’d.  Nero  himfelf,  as  great  a  Tyrant, 
and  as  abandoned  a  Wretch  as  he  was, 
felt  the  {harp  Edge  of  Rerfius  without 
Refentment.  And  yet  fo  nice  and  tender 
were  thefe  very  Romans  of  Reputation  and 

Charaftcr,  that  a  Libel  or  Lampoon  which

took  away  the  good  Name  of  a  Man,  was 
to  be  punifhed  with  Death  by  a  Law  in  the 
twelve  Tables.

or  rather  Ears  of  the  Multitude  with  fuch 
a  Speech,  which  may  pafs  well  enough 

with  the  Herd;  but  the  World,  liable  as 
it  is  to  be  impofed  on,  is  at  laft  commonly 
undeceiv'd.  There  are  few,  very  few  Inftanccs 
of  Public  Spirit  in  this  degenerate  Age.

And  yet 
one  would  think,  if  you  knew  any  thing, 
it,  muft  be  Names ,  becaufe  you  deal  fo 
much  in  them  :  AstoWords,  you  have  fuch 
a  Facility  of  mifunderftanding  them,  that 
you  do  not  comprehend  the  Meaning  of 
the  rnoft  commonly  ufed.  A  Di&ionary 
would  have  help'd  you  to  the  Meaning  of 
Worlds  and  a  little  Reading  would  have 
taught  yc.yi  the  different  Senfesin  which  it 
is  apply 'd.  To  difpute  about  Words,  is 
dcfccnding  very  low  in  a  Controverfy  5  I 
(hall  therefore  drop  both  it  and  you,  and 
conclude  with  a  Word  to  the  Trojyndic .
